A Tale of Two Damaged Homes 


Superstorm reshapes 
housing market along 
the battered coastline 

Long Beach, N.Y. 

It sounds like the premise for a new 
reality TV series: “Hurricane House” 
— people scouring waterside com- 
munities to buy homes damaged by 
Superstorm Sandy at a deep discount. 

While there are bargains out 
there, ranging from 10 percent off 
pre-storm prices for upscale homes 
on New York’s Long Island and the 
Jersey Shore to as much as 60 percent 
off modest bungalows Staten Island 
and Queens, it’s still very much a 
game of buyer beware. 

Not only are buyers are on the 
hook for repairs and in some cases 
total rebuilds, they’re also wading 
into a host of potentially expensive 
uncertainties about new flood maps 
and future insurance rates, zoning 
changes and updated building codes. 

“It’s totally changed the way I sell 
real estate,” said Lawrence Green- 
berg, a sales associate with Van Skiv- 
er Realtors. 

There is no sign of a mass exodus 
from shoreline communities: The 
number of for-sale listings in Janu- 
ary in the 380 ZIP codes hit by the 
storm was about 2 percent below the 
same time last year, Zillow Inc. says.

York and New Jersey say the major- 
ity of homes for sale in these areas 
have damage from the Oct. 29 storm, 
and it appears to them that a rising 
number are being put on the market. 

Some sellers are overwhelmed by 
the prospect of restoration. Some are 
older homeowners who are relocat- 
ing. Some didn’t have flood insurance. 

In one sense, buying a storm- 
damaged home can offer an advan- 
tage, said Tom Tripodi of the Tripodi 
Group/Douglas Elliman Real Estate. 

“If it’s all gutted out, you can do 
what you want,” said Tripodi, who 
also said investors are eyeing the area. 

Officials and homeowners are try- 
ing to look to the future. New York 
Gov. Andrew Cuomo has announced

A series of security problems and 
fractured relations with Afghan 
leaders plagued Defense Secre- 
tary Chuck Hagel’s first trip here 
as Pentagon chief, including the 
Afghan president’s accusations that 
the U.S. and Taliban are working 
in concert to show that violence 
in the country will worsen if most 
coalition troops leave. 

The top U.S. commander in 
Afghanistan, Gen. Joseph Dun- 
ford, quickly rejected the charg- 
es President Hamid Karzai made 
Sunday as “categorically false.” But 
the accusations were just the lat- 
est in a series of disputes that have 
frayed relations between the two 
nations as the U.S. works to wind

Speaking after Karzai’s com- 
ments, Dunford said the Afghan 
leader has never expressed such 
views to him but said it was under- 
standable that tensions would arise 
as the coalition balances the need 
to complete its mission with the 
Afghans’ move to exercise more 
sovereignty. 

“We have fought too hard over 
the past 12 years, we have shed too 
much blood over the past 12 years. 


we have done too much to help the 
Afghan security forces grow over 
the last 12 years to ever think that 
violence or instability would be 
to our advantage,” Dunford said. 

Dunford’s comments, however, 
came soon after U.S. officials can- 
celed a news conference with Hagel 
and Karzai because of a security 
threat — just a day after a suicide 
bomber on a bicycle struck outside 
the Afghan Defense Ministry, kill- 
ing nine Afghans and wounding 14 
others. Hagel heard the explosion 
but was never in danger. 

The security problems com- 
pounded a series of flare-ups in 
recent weeks, including a dispute 
that has stalled the transfer of a 
U.S. prison to Afghan authority 
as well as Karzai’s order to expel 
U.S. special operations forces out 
of Wardak province because of alle- 
gations that Afghans working with 
the commandos were involved in

Bridge Nears Completion 



More changes ahead 
as 11th Street span 
enters final stages 

Washington 

When the District began rebuild- 
ing one of the main routes across 
the Anacostia River, project manag- 
ers set about making a lot of chang- 
es within a relatively small section 
of riverfront. During the past year, 
some of those changes had a great 
effect on long-distance commut- 
ers and the nearby neighborhoods. 
More changes are coming in 2013: 

New Ramps 

The 11th Street Bridge now consists 
of three spans, two that primarily 
serve long-distance travelers and 
a third designed mainly to handle 
local traffic. Around the end of the 
month, two new ramps are sched- 
uled to open, creating new connec- 
tions with the local bridge. 

One ramp will lead drivers from 
southbound D.C. 295 along a curvy 
ramp up to a traffic signal on the 
local span, the southernmost of the 
three. From the traffic signal, driv- 
ers will be able to turn right and 
cross the river toward Capitol Hill, 
or turn left toward the Anacostia 
neighborhood. 

The other ramp will take driv- 
ers from that local bridge inter- 
section onto northbound D.C. 295. 

SE Freeway Detour 

Reconstruction of the bridge is 
part of the overall plan to improve 
the Anacostia waterfront, reor- 


dering traffic patterns and creat- 
ing new ways of getting around 
the area. 

A lot of the rubble being cre- 
ated by demolition of the old 11th 
Street Bridge is going into fill that 
is raising up a now- closed portion 
of the Southeast Freeway, which 
will be re-created as a boulevard. 

The closing isn’t a problem for 
commuters who now have access 
to the new freeway spans, but it 
does affect soccer fans whose route 
to RFK Stadium includes 1-395. 
Throughout D.C. United’s sea- 
son, they will need to find anoth- 
er route to and from RFK’s Lot 8. 


Completing Local Span 

In late May or early June, project 
managers hope to put the local 
span in its final configuration. 

Right now, the span has two 
lanes heading toward the Capi- 
tol Hill side and one toward the 
Anacostia side. When complete, 
the span will have two lanes in 
each direction. 

The span will have a 16 -foot- 
wide sidewalk on the downstream 
side. Walkers and bikers will have 
access to several scenic overlooks 
under construction in the mid- 
dle of the span, robert Thomson

Day-care death spurs 
Va. mom to fight for 
stronger standards 

Shenandoah, Va. 

Elly Lafkin received the phone 
call that all parents dread on the 
morning of May 17. Sobbing incom- 
prehensibly, her infant daughter’s 
caregiver told her to rush to Rock- 
ingham Memorial Hospital in Har- 
risonburg, Va. 

Shortly after, doctors called 
Camden Lafkin’s death, the cause 
of which is still under investigation. 

Investigators told Lafkin that 
marijuana and methamphetamines 
were found in the caregiver’s home, 
an unlicensed, unmonitored, and 
unregulated — but perfectly legal 

— family day care. 

Low standards 

Virginia is one of only eight states 
that allow family providers to care 
for up to six unrelated children 
without a license. 

Providers are not required to 
pass background checks or get 
training on health, safety, safe 
sleeping practices or child devel- 
opment. No one inspects their sites 
for safety or quality. 

The standards are so low that 
Alexandria, Fairfax and Arlington 
counties imposed stricter rules of 
their own. 

But parents in the rest of the 
state are largely on their own. 

A search for care 

In rural Shenandoah, Lafkin’s 
options were slim. She toured the 
only three licensed and accred- 
ited child-care centers within a 
35-mile radius, but the commute, 
$150-a-week cost, long waiting 
lists and strict closing times made 
those options unworkable. 

Two friends recommended a 
grandmother who’d cared for chil- 
dren in her home for more than a 
decade. The Lafkins ran a back- 
ground check of state court records 

— they found only minor traf- 


fic violations — and interviewed 
the woman twice before agree- 
ing to pay her $85 a week to care 
for Camden. 

After Camden’s death, Lafkin 
paid for a thorough background 
search using the caregiver’s Social 
Security number and found five 
other names with a host of civil 


and criminal charges, including 
a felony charge for embezzlement. 

Stricter rules 

What Lafkin wants is what the 
American Academy of Pediatrics 
recommends: training in health, 
safety and child development, 
licensing, background checks and 


regular inspections for settings 
where children are cared for by 
anyone other than a close relative. 

In January, Lafkin met with Vir- 
ginia lawmakers to press her case. 

She didn’t get far with Sen. 
Steve Martin, a Republican from 
Chesterfield who chairs the educa- 
tion and health committee. 

“He just said, T would never 
put my children or children with 
someone I personally didn’t know,’ ” 
Lafkin said. “I’m glad he’s able to 
do that. That’s just not possible for 
most people.” 

The last substantive change 
in Virginia’s child-care stan- 
dards, advocates said, came nearly 
20 years ago when lawmakers 
agreed that family home caregivers 
could voluntarily register with the 
state, which requires a background 
check and some monitoring.

still Time to Get in on the Stock Boom 



The economic surge 
has people curious 
about investing again

Is it too late? 

The Dow Jones closed at an all- 
time high last week, beating the pre- 
vious record it set in 2007, before the 
financial crisis and Great Recession. 
If you’ve stayed out of stocks recent- 
ly, you might be worried that you’ve 
missed your chance to get back in. 

The good news is that stocks 
still seem a good bet despite the 
run-up. The bad news: They’re no 
bargain, at least by some measures, 
so don’t get too excited. Among 
reasons to consider stocks again: 

A Stronger Economy 

There are no signs of a recession. 
And that’s encouraging for stocks, 
which almost always fall ahead of 
an economic downturn. 

Better yet, the economy may be 
on the verge of faster growth. The 
Labor Department announced Fri- 
day that the unemployment rate 


in February dipped from 7.9 per- 
cent to 7.7 percent, its lowest level 
since December 2008. And there 
has been a flurry of other hopeful 
signs lately. Homebuilders broke 
ground on new homes last year at 
the fastest pace in four years. Auto 
sales are at a five-year high. 

But history offers a few caveats: 

First, if you look at the 11 expan- 
sions back to World War II, instead 
of the past three, they last 59 months 
on average. By that measure, the 
current expansion is middle-aged. 

Second, investing based on U.S. 
economic expansions may not work 
as well as in the past. Big U.S. com- 
panies generate nearly half their rev- 
enue from overseas. The 17 Euro- 
pean countries that use the euro as 
a currency have been in recession 
for more than a year. If the worst is 
over for these countries, U.S. stocks 
could continue rising. If the growth 
drags, stocks could fall. 

Third, earnings forecasts are 
often too high. In the past 15 years, 
analysts’ annual earnings forecasts 
were an average 10 percent too high, 
according to FactSet. Last year, they 
overestimated by 4 percent. 


Reasonable Stocks 

Investors like to use price-earnings 
ratios to decide whether to buy or 
sell. Low ratios signal that stocks 
are cheap relative to a company’s 
earnings; high ones signal they 
are expensive. 

Right now the ratios are neither 
low nor high, suggesting stocks are 
reasonably priced. 

It’s important, though, to think 
of the ratios as a rough guide at 
best. Stocks can trade above or 
below their average P/Es for years. 


Optimistic Investors 

A new love of stocks could prove a 
powerful force pushing prices up. 
In fact, it can push them up even 
if earnings don’t increase. 

As stocks have surged over the 
past four years, individual investors 
have been selling, which is near- 
ly unprecedented in a bull market. 

But they may be having sec- 
ond thoughts. 

In January, they put nearly 
$20 billion more into U.S. stock 
mutual funds than they took out. 


according to the Investment Com- 
pany Institute, a trade group for 
funds. 

Some financial analysts say we 
are at the start of a “Great Rota- 
tion.” That would mean investors 
shifting money into stocks from 
bonds. If that happens, stocks could 
soar. It’s too soon to say if the buy- 

S ing will continue. 

I Low Interest Rates 

H Interest rates are near record lows. 

I That’s good for stocks because it 

I lowers borrowing costs for com- 
panies and makes bonds, which 
compete with stocks for investor 
money, less appealing. 

Today, the yield on the 30-year 
Treasury bond is 3.2 percent. The 
yield on the 10 -year Treasury note 
is 2.05 percent, less than half its 
20-year average of 4.7 percent. 

It could be years before 
rates even return to that aver- 
age level. 

The Fed has promised to keep 
the benchmark rate it controls near 
zero until unemployment falls to 
6.5 percent. Unemployment today 
is 7.7 percent. Bernard condon (ap)

‘Are We There YetT 


For all of Metro’s weekend work, riders wonder where the progress is 


Overall, Metro rail ridership from July to 
December was down 6 percent to 101.8 million trips, com- 
pared to the same period in 2011. Weekend rail ridership is 
down 9 percent to 13.4 million trips. Rail ridership at week- 
day rush hours is down 3 percent. Those drops, combined with 
a decline in bus ridership and lower parking fees, mean Metro’s 
revenue is $20.2 million below what was budgeted. The agency also might lose 
$12 million in revenue if federal workers are furloughed in coming months, (twp) 


Washington 

Metro has been shutting down 
major portions of its five lines and 
some stations nearly every weekend 
for more than two years, part of a 
$5 billion effort to fix the deteriorat- 
ing rail system. But the rebuilding 
program has left the system’s riders 
— who take an average of 566,000 
trips each weekend — frustrated as 
they face complex routes and endure 
long waits for trains. 

On most weekends, train riders 
must get off a subway line, board 
Metro buses that shuttle them 
between closed rail stations and 
then get back on a train to get to 
their destinations. Some lines have 
20 -minute delays as trains share 
a track so crews can do a range of 
work, from pulling out old sections 
of rail and installing new ones to 
fixing fasteners and replacing 
wooden cross ties. 

Waiters, cooks, security guards 
and retail clerks scramble to make 
it to work on time, having to factor 
in as much as an extra hour to tra- 
verse the region. Shoppers opt to 
go by car. Trains sometimes come 
so infrequently that tourists end 
up confused. 

Shane Mallory of Southeast, for 
example, tried to get to her mother’s 
house on trains and buses Saturday 
morning with her two nephews. 

“Are we there yet?” asked Rob- 
ert, 6, as they rode a shuttle bus to 
Cheverly, Md. 

Mallory, who does not have a 
car and uses public transporta- 
tion daily, patiently answered him. 

“Not quite,” she said. The 15-mile 
trip along the Green and Orange 
lines took nearly three hours. 

“It’s inconvenient. It’s terri- 
ble,” Mallory said. “We pay more 
and more and it seems like the sys- 
tem is never fixed. There’s always 
something going on.” 

On Thursday, the finance com- 


mittee of Metro’s board of directors 
is expected to discuss the transit 
agency’s coffers and the weekend 
shutdowns and their impact on rid- 
ers, important topics as the board 
prepares for the next budget cycle 
this spring. 

Metro officials said they under- 
stand that the weekend shutdowns 
can be a major inconvenience, but 
they argue that the work is crucial 
to rebuilding an ailing rail system 
that must meet national safety stan- 
dards and is nearing its capacity 


of nearly 1 million rider trips each 
weekday. 

“We went through 35 years 
without pajdng much time or atten- 
tion to renewing the Metro sys- 


tem,” said Rich Bradley, head of 
the Downtown Improvement Dis- 
trict. “Now they’re playing a mas- 
sive game of catch up. The conse- 
quences are there are going to be 


disruptions for riders.” 

The weekend disruptions come 
as Metro is experiencing a drop in 
ridership. Officials attribute 2012’s 
drop to the nearly two days it was 
closed because of Superstorm Sandy 
and the extra federal holiday given 
to federal workers on Christmas Eve. 

Metro also said riders were hit 
by a temporary drop in federal 
transit benefits and an across-the- 
board fare hike last summer, and 
some riders are avoiding the system 
when there’s weekend track work.

Four More Years? 

Metro General Manager Richard Sarles has pushed for a more aggressive approach to weekend 
track work, calling for construction almost every weekend on all five rail lines during the past 
two years. Metro said it is making progress, having replaced 12 miles of rail and 36,000 fasten- 
ers while also fixing leaks and platforms. The transit agency has stopped doing track work during 
the middle of weekdays, but officials warn riders that there will still be four more years of inten- 
sive weekend and overnight track work. “You can't do the amount of work we have to do in a short 
time," said Rob Troup, acting deputy general manager for rail operations, (twp)

Woods Wins Another World Championship 


Golf 

Tiger Woods is hitting his stride 
on a march to the Masters. 

Woods had full control of his 
game Sunday and never let anyone 
get closer than three shots until he 
had locked up his 17th World Golf 
Championship title. With a con- 
servative bogey on the final hole, 
he closed with a 1-under 71 to win 
the Cadillac Championship. 

For the first time in five years. 
Woods has two wins before the 
Masters. 

It was one year ago at Doral that 
Woods withdrew after 11 holes in 
the final round because of tightness 


in his left Achilles tendon, creat- 
ing uncertainty about his health 
and whether he could ever get his 
game back. 

Woods has won five times in the 
past year, the most of anyone in the 
world, and he can return to No. 1 
with a win at Bay Hill in two weeks. 

He won by two shots over Steve 
Strieker, who might want to claim 
a share of this trophy. 

Strieker spent 45 minutes on the 
putting green with Woods on the eve 
of the tournament, helping him with 
his posture over putts. Woods made 
27 birdies this week, one short of 
his personal best on the PGA Tour. 

“Thank you to Steve for the 



putting lesson,” Woods said at the 
trophy presentation. “It was one of 
those weeks where I felt pretty good 
about how I was playing, made a 
few putts and got it rolling.” 

Strieker, playing a part-time 
schedule, picked up his second run- 
ner-up finish in just three starts. He 
closed with a 68 and had no regrets 
about offering Woods some help. 

“At times you kick yourself,” 
Strieker said with a laugh. “He’s 
a good friend. We talk a lot about 
putting. It’s good to see him play- 
ing well.” 

The Masters is a month away, 
and Woods is sure to be the favor- 
ite. DOUG FERGUSON (AP)

Degrees 

Businesses have a green obsession 
these days, and it has nothing to 
do with money. 

So many companies are setting 
their sights on becoming “green- 
er” — i.e. making sure what they 
do has minimal harm on the envi- 
ronment — that business schools 
in the D.C. area have created mas- 
ter’s programs to prepare students 
to meet these new needs. 

“It’s demand driven from com- 
panies,” says Jorge Rivera, an asso- 
ciate professor who teaches envi- 


ronmental management courses 
at George Washington Universi- 
ty’s School of Business, “and from 
students who want to learn about 
these things so they understand 
these challenges.” 

Last fall, American University’s 
Kogod School of Business respond- 
ed to that demand by launching 
a new program: a Master of Sci- 
ence in sustainability management 
(Tinyurl.com/csemfsg). 

Students jumped at the oppor- 
tunity. “I was really drawn to this 
idea that the next frontier of sustain- 
ability was in business, where you 
don’t traditionally see it as much,” 
says Josh Kaplan, 23, a part-time 
student in the new AU program. 

While AU’s program is based 
in the business school, students

take classes in the College of Arts 
and Sciences, the School of Public 
Affairs and the School of Interna- 
tional Service, too. It’s the only pro- 
gram in the country quite like that, 
program director Dan Jacobs says. 

Kaplan predicts it may not be 
the only one for long. 

“I think, as the area becomes

more defined, other schools will 
want graduates who can compete 
with people who have this sort of 
training,” says Kaplan, whose full- 
time job is in All’s Office of Sustain- 
ability as its sustainability outreach 
specialist. 

“It will become less of a special 
kind of field,” he says. 

When teaching sustainability, 
business schools focus on what 
they call the “triple bottom line” 
— ensuring that a business is envi- 


ronmentally, economically and 
socially sustainable. It’s a term 
increasingly heard in boardrooms 
around the country. 

“Business has changed,” pro- 
gram director Jacobs says. “The 
trend is towards a much greater 
level of responsibility and inter- 
est in sustainability.” 

But even if business leaders 
want to be environmentally friend- 
ly, that doesn’t mean they want 
to hire a bunch of environmental 
scientists, Jacobs says. “They’re 
looking to staff their companies 
with people educated in business

schools,” he says. 

Much of the demand for this 
new type of student comes from 
changing laws. 

For example, climate change 
regulations are being implement- 
ed in Europe and California, and 


companies in those places need 
compliance officers to ensure 
they’re in line. 

In the past, companies would 
have hired engineers or lawyers 
who focus on compliance and the 
technical aspects of environmen- 
tal protection. The new trend is 
toward hiring MBA grads with 
environmental know-how, says 
GW’s Rivera. 

“You bring in an MBA who 
focuses on the opportunities of 
protecting the environment,” he 
says. “This is the person who is 
going to identify where there is a 


‘win-win’ option that the compa- 
nies can use.” 

All’s inaugural class of 28 stu- 
dents began last August; those who 
are attending full time will grad- 
uate in May 2014. The interdisci- 
plinary course curriculum includes 
environmental science, global envi- 
ronmental politics, finance and 
marketing. 

The majority of students in All’s 
program attend full time, Jacobs 
says. Many arrive with some back- 
ground in environmental sustain- 
ability, but the program has its fair 
share of career-changers as well.

“This kind of degree is a really 
great investment ” Kaplan says. In 
his favorite class so far, he studied 
urban planning and sustainabili- 
ty and focused on LEED (Leader- 
ship in Energy and Environmen- 
tal Design) building certification. 
The class visited the embassy of 
Finland, one of the few LEED-cer- 
tified embassies in D.C. 

Kaplan says his dream job 
would be advising companies on 
ways to be more environmental- 
ly, economically and socially sus- 
tainable. 

“I think that this degree pro- 
gram would really equip me to 
be able to do that within a large 
organization or in the private sec- 
tor,” he says.

Kaplan’s choice of job position 

— often called a sustainability offi- 
cer — is one of the more common 
career paths in the field. But envi- 
ronmental sustainability-focused 
business degrees are applicable in 
a variety of new business fields. 

In particular, there’s a lot going 
on in the organic food industry. It’s 
been growing by 20 percent annu- 
ally over the past 15 years, Rivera 
says. And the field of green entre- 
preneurship — new companies 
dedicated to helping other com- 
panies become more sustainable 

— is burgeoning. 

Of course, the most stereotyp- 
ical career path for MBA students 
is in finance, and there are finance 
jobs for MBAs with a sustainabil- 
ity bent. A new, greener trend is 
sprouting in the financial field 

— socially responsible investing. 
Investment firms such as Fidelity 
and Vanguard offer special funds 
that only invest in businesses with 
environmentally friendly or social- 
ly responsible practices.

A Tour de Course 


Tourism is another field where 

sustainability principles are being 
applied today. 

George Washington University's 
School of Business offers a nnaster 
of tourisnn adnninistration (Business 
.gwu.edu/nnta), in which students 
can focus in such areas as 
sustainable tourism destination 
management. GW offers a 
professional certificate in this 
concentration as well. 

Master's students learn about 
the benefits tourism can have for 
host countries' economies, while 
studying how to minimize the 
negative impact from tourism and 
howto preserve cultural and natural 
resources, says Kristin Lamoureux, 
director of GW's International 
Institute for Tourism Studies. 

Students are taught by 
professionals working in the 
tourism industry, and internships in 
the field are required. 

Graduates have landed jobs 
at the World Wildlife Fund, the 
National Park Service's Office 
of Tourism, large hospitality 
institutions and international 


development consulting firms, 
Lamoureux says. 

The program has attracted 
quite a few former Peace Corps 
volunteers who want to pursue 
a degree in sustainable tourism 
management. They've seen 
that tourism is a way to achieve 
sustainable development, 
Lamoureux says. 

“[The degree] is theoretical 
but it's also very practical in how 
tourism can be implemented in the 
world," she says. “Particularly in 
developing countries." r.k. 



“[Firms] pay a lot of attention 
to the environmental and social 
responsibility issues,” Rivera says. 
“They need MBAs who know about 
environmental management to 
know where to invest.” 

Eugenia Gregorio, 33, says 
she’s discovered her sustainabil- 
ity degree can lead to more jobs 
than she thought possible. 

The part-time student at George 
Washington University’s School 
of Business (Business.gwu.edu) is 
working toward an MBA with a 
focus on corporate social respon- 
sibility and environmental stew- 
ardship. 

“The really cool thing is all of 
the tools that you learn from these 
classes you can actually carry to 
any type of job,” she says. 

Gregorio should know. She 
already works full time as the 
sustainability manager for the 
Tower Companies (Towercom 
panies.com), an eco-friendly real- 


estate developer. But she believes 
this degree will open even more 
doors. 

“It doesn’t have to be a sustain- 
ability manager position,” she says. 
“If you’re in an accounting depart- 
ment or development department 
or marketing department, all of 
those departments kind of touch 
on corporate social responsibility 
and sustainability.” 

The numbers show that plenty 
of students agree. 

At GW, about 15 percent of the 
more than 1,100 MBA students pur- 
sue the environmental management 
and sustainability concentration, 
says Liesl Riddle, associate dean for 
graduate programs in GW’s School 
of Business. 

They’re preparing for a business 
world in which going green is more 
valuable than ever before. As Gre- 
gorio says, “It just really seems to 
be a critical element to doing busi- 
ness.”

A Little Healthy Competition 


Corporate weLLness

Workplace Trends 

During a doctor’s appointment last 
year, Sal Alvarez got some discour- 
aging news. His cholesterol had 
ticked up, his blood pressure was 
higher, and his physician wanted 
to put him on more medicine to 


control those conditions. 

Those results made Alvarez 
determined to get his health on 
track. He turned to a wellness pro- 
gram offered by his employer. Dis- 
covery Communications. 

Each year, the Silver Spring- 
based company holds a voluntary, 
16-week competition in which par- 
ticipants divide into teams and vie 
to walk the most steps. They use 
an online platform called Global 
Corporate Challenge to log their 
progress and compare it to rivals’

numbers. Even if participants swim 
or bike instead of walk, the sys- 
tem will calculate how many steps 
those activities are worth. 

Alvarez, a service desk analyst, 
said he quickly found the format 
motivating. 

“There’s sort of like a peer pres- 
sure and a competitive edge to it,” 
Alvarez said. 

This approach, often called 
the “gamification” of wellness, 
has become a central component 
of many corporate wellness strat- 


egies. It’s yet another attempt to 
curb employers’ rising health care 
costs. The trend has been facilitat- 
ed by online platforms that make it 
easy to track performance. 

Discovery’s most recent chal- 
lenge drew 369 teams comprising 
nearly 2,600 workers, says Adria 
Alpert Romm, the company’s senior 
executive vice president of human 
resources. 

Throughout the program, the 
cable television giant tried to keep 
the competitive spirit high. They 



even provided employees with teas- 
ing, prewritten e-cards they could 
send one other. 

“16 weeks too much of a com- 
mitment? What are you, a Kar- 
dashian?” one email chided. 

Participants lost an average of 
8 pounds each, according to Dis- 
covery. 

Five months after the challenge 
ended, Alvarez continues to attend 
the boot camp -style fitness class- 
es at Discovery that he started as 
part of the competition. 

He’s so committed to the class- 
es, he says, “I’ve had to push my 
wife’s birthday [celebration] to 
another day or later in the eve- 
ning, because it’s that important.” 

Last Wednesday, he and his col- 
leagues braved the cold evening air 
and gusty wind for an hour of run- 
ning, weight lifting and stretching. 

“It isn’t something that you 
dread. I look forward to it because 
the guy keeps you motivated,” 
Alvarez said. 

To date, Alvarez has lost 42 
pounds and says his cholesterol 
has dropped significantly. 

His employer’s wellness com- 
petition, he said, was the “per- 
fect launching pad” for his trans- 
formation. 

^Accountability Element’ 

Capital One, the McLean-based 
financial giant, is another firm 
that has incorporated a competition 
into a broader wellness strategy. 

“We just wanted something that 


we thought was a little more lead- 
ing-edge,” said Rob Paczkowski, 
the company’s director of benefits. 

For the eight-week challenge, 
employees assemble into teams of 
five to 11 people. Those who choose 
to participate are given a pedom- 
eter to log their steps and access 
to an online platform provided by 
Providence, R.I.-based company 
ShapeUp. 

ShapeUp’s tool introduces a 
Facebook-like social element to 
the challenge. Workers can vir- 


tually high-five a team member 
who has done great work, or they 
can issue direct challenges to rival 
teams for mini contests within the 
larger competition. For example, 
one team might challenge anoth- 
er team to walk around the office 
campus during lunchtime. 

Teams compete on three dif- 
ferent criteria: number of steps 
taken, number of exercise minutes 
logged or percentage of weight lost. 
The winning team in each catego- 
ry gets a $50 gift card for each of 


its members. 

This setup “creates that very 
social element, that accountability 
element,” Paczkowski said. 

One-third of the company’s 
global staff participated in last 
year’s challenge. The average par- 
ticipant lost 7 pounds. 

New Twist to Wellness 

For years, companies have been 
using wellness programs to incen- 
tivize good habits. In many cases, 
they offer cash or other rewards to 


workers who get a physical, under- 
go a biometric screening or engage 
in other preventive measures. 

The gamification approach is 
a new twist that’s growing more 
common.

The amount of companies that 
used competition to promote well- 
ness in 2012, according to a survey. 
That was up from 33 percentthe 
year before, (capital business) 

A survey by the National Busi- 
ness Group on Health and Tow- 
ers Watson found that 45 percent 
of companies used competitions 
as part of their approach to well- 
ness in 2012, up from 33 percent 
the previous year. An additional 15 
percent of firms plan to add com- 
petitions in 2013. 

The same survey found that 19 
percent of companies incorporate 
social media tools into their well- 
ness initiatives, an increase from 
12 percent in 2011. Another 17 per- 
cent said they plan to add social 
media tools this year. 

Gamification is effective in two 
key ways, according to its propo- 
nents. First, it plays to an employ- 
ee’s desire to be on top. It’s the same 
mindset that drives a salesperson 
to rack up deals or a consultant to 
fight for new clients. Employers 
are channeling it to help employ- 
ees meet health goals.

Second, because these compe- 
titions are team-based, they inher- 
ently provide a built-in support sys- 
tem that encourages employees to 
stick with the program. 

“Corporations are networks 
of people,” said Chris Boyce, the 
chief executive of Virgin Health- 
Miles, a company that provides 
socially focused corporate well- 
ness programs. “And we find that 
networks of people actually move 
and change together.” 

Business Opportunities 

The corporate interest in compe- 
tition-based wellness programs 
means more opportunities for firms 
that build and manage the online 
platforms that facilitate them. 


Companies such as RallyOn, 
Keas, Hubbub Health, Shape- 
Up and Global Corporate Chal- 
lenge have models that are root- 
ed in gamification. Virgin Group, 


Richard Branson’s venture capital 
organization, has moved into this 
area with its Virgin HealthMiles 
company. Aetna offers its mem- 
bers free access to games and apps 


from Mindbloom. 

At least one local start-up. Dis- 
trict-based Cor, has entered the 
market. The firm, known until 
November as FitFeud, originally 
planned to market its competition- 
focused platform to consumers. The 
company’s chief executive, Nicho- 
las Tolson, said he quickly realized 
that wasn’t the right approach. 

While consumers might not 
shell out money to partake in a 
fitness challenge, employers often 
budget for wellness initiatives. 

“We would go after the places 
that sort of have a pot of money set 
aside and see if we can get a piece 
of that,” Tolson said. 

The firm also decided that com- 
petitions alone weren’t enough to 
make the platform engaging, so it 
added communication tools and 
education resources to the product.

Currently, Tolson said his firm 
has five clients that represent 
40,000 employees, and plans to 
try to grow its user base and its 
offerings further. 

“We’ve all joined a gym and 
bought a workout DVD and it’s 
gathered dust,” Tolson said. With 
the social strategy, “we’ve iden- 
tified the motivation piece.”

later, she finished her environmental 
studies degree at the University of 
Maryland-Baltimore County. “It was 
wonderful," she says. “We had six to 
10 kids every week. Now our summer 
camps do 40-plus kids a week." 

After graduation in 2006, she got a 
job testing soil on construction sites. 
“The first day that I saw the machine 
that, like, eats the trees, I cried," she 
says. “So I came crawling back." 

Pique returned to the Conservancy 
part time. In 2007, she began working 
full time as education director. She 
shifted to the land manager position 
in 2010.

Who Would Want This Job: 

Pique says she has the most fun doing 
student-outreach programs, which 
includes bringing Ranger into schools 
and teaching students about butterflies 
(“Butterflies can taste with their feet!"). 
But “working on the land with people" 
gives her the most satisfaction. 

“I gave a native plant talk to our 
volunteers last month, and it actually 
inspired so many of them to want to 
go out, find these native plants and 
plant them in their yards," Pique says. 

How You Can Get This Job: “You 
don't have to have an environmental 
background," Pique says, just “a 
passion for the environment." 

County and state extension 
offices, such as the University of 
Maryland Extension (Extension.umd 
.edu), offer programs to help you learn 
about the local ecosystems. Pique 
trained to became a Maryland Master

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Once More, With Meaning 


A developer turns 
an overlooked theater 
into a new business 
with a long history 


Local Business 

Rick Brown didn’t mean to open 
a music venue. The real estate 
developer just wanted to invest in 
a building. 

Somewhere along the way, 
though, that changed. 

Last January, Brown bought 
the Bethesda Theater, an art deco 
movie house, for $2.85 million, 
with every intention of renting 
it out. 

“But I realized very quickly, 
over the first few months, that I 
should set this up myself,” said 
Brown, a principal at B&B Realty 
Investments in Bethesda. 

Brown, 64, grew up in Silver 
Spring. His father was a jazz 
drummer and two of his brothers 
are musicians (one, Larry, is the 
director of entertainment at the 
new venue). His mother’s family 
was in the restaurant business. 
A supper club with musical acts 
seemed like the perfect venture 
for him. 

Two weeks ago. Brown opened 
the doors to Bethesda Blues and 
Jazz Supper Club, a music house 
that harks back to an earlier era. 

“We want people to feel like 
they’ve been transported back to 
a time when candlelight and music 
went together,” Brown said. 

The club will host performanc- 
es about five nights a week from a 
range of artists, including coun- 
try singers, comedians and pop 
stars. Tickets will range from $30 
to $40, Brown said, with a $10

cover for Monday performanc- 
es by the club’s l8-piece house 
jazz band. 

The theater, which was built 
in 1938, was renovated by the 
Bozzuto Group in 2007. Since 
then, the historical building had 
a short stint hosting off-Broadway 
productions, but has mostly 
remained idle. 

“It just sat vacant for a couple 
of years,” Brown said. “No one 
seemed to know how to make the 
building work.” 

Once he bought the building. 
Brown applied for a Small Business 
Administration loan — he received 
$4.2 million in all — and added a 
kitchen, bar and dining area to 
the theater. 

Today, dining tables near the 
stage seat 300. Theater seating in 
the back accommodates another 
200 people. 

The decision to serve dinner 
and drinks was as much a financial 
consideration as a matter of 
convenience, said director of 
operations Ralph Camilli. 


“As the cost of contract 
entertainment goes up, venues 
need to find other ways to generate 
income,” he said. “Of course, food 
and beverage is the way.” 

Brown has long had ties to 
the Bethesda Theater. He grew 
up watching movies there in the 
1950s, and his mother received 
her high school diploma on its 
stage in 1947. 

“It’s a building with a rich 
history,” Brown said. “Our 
intent is to make artists feel 
so at home that they pick our 
venue as where they want to play 
when they come to Washington.”

Hall was still in her 20s when “The 
Mountaintop” premiered on Broadway 
in 2011, starring Samuel L. Jackson and 
Angela Bassett. Her rise to Broadway 
was surreal. But the play has generated 
controversy, for — as one critic wrote — 
taking liberties with dialogue, which 
is not drawn from King’s speeches or 
writings. Hall says the play is a mag- 
ical reimagining of what might have 
happened that night. 

“If you want a play with King on 
a pedestal, there is a play for you over 
there,” Hall says, summing up her 
ethos. “If you want a sanitized ver- 
sion of black women, there is a play 
over there. I can’t please everybody.”

Sandra Day O'Connor 
offers new insights 
into our highest court 

Book Review 

In the old days, lawyers arguing 
before the Supreme Court could 
blather on, uninterrupted, for as 
long as 10 days. Nowadays, they’re 
strictly limited to 30 minutes of 
argument time — and they’re 
deemed lucky if they can speak more 
than two sentences before the jus- 
tices interject. 

The first chief justice, John Jay, 
resigned to become governor of New 


York. He didn’t think the Supreme 
Court would amount to much. 

And until Chief Justice Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, a former presi- 
dent, lobbied for a Supreme Court 
building, the nation’s highest court 
shared office space with merchants, 
lower courts and Congress. 

For an institution so seemingly 
steeped in tradition, the nature of 
the Supreme Court has changed and 
evolved drastically over its lifetime. 


That’s the main takeaway from 
a new book by former Justice San- 
dra Day O’Connor, the first woman 
appointed to the job. “Out of Order: 
Stories From the History of the 
Supreme Court” ($26, Random 
House) is readable, accessible and 
full of riveting anecdotes, even if 
the level of detail may occasional- 
ly bore the casual reader. 

O’Connor skillfully highlights 
myriad personalities in the histo- 


ry of the court, from John McLean, 
who ran unsuccessfully for presi- 
dent four times while serving on the 
court, to Byron White, who played 
professional football for the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates (now Steelers) and 
Detroit Lions before being appoint- 

I ed to the bench. 
O’Connor 
offers a few juicy 
tidbits about life 
as a Supreme 
Court justice. She 
writes that each 
newly appointed 
justice is “permit- 
ted” to sit in the historic chair used 
by Chief Justice John Marshall. Qus- 
tice Sonia Sotomayor said she felt as 
if history were “coursing through” 
her when she sat on it.) 

Just before taking the bench 
during oral arguments, the justices 
gather in the robing room and par- 
take in a “judicial handshake,” with 
each justice shaking the hand and 
greeting every other justice. After 
morning arguments wrap up, the 
justices have lunch together — and 
no work talk is allowed. 

“Out of Order” is, at its core,
